TRUST FUNDS. 





Herewith is a statement of the trust funds in possession of 
the town and the disposition made of the same. 


THE COLONEL THOMAS NESMITH FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town by Mr. 
Nesmith, in May, 1871. This fund is invested in the town 
of Windham, and six per cent. interest. 1s paid annually for 
the purchase of new books for the Nesmith Library. 


GEORGE WILSON FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town by Mr. Wil- 
son, Jan. 21, 1893, the income to be used in beautifying and 
fertilizing the cemetery on the hill. The fund was deposited 
in the Mechanics bank of Nashua. In about three months 
after the deposit was made the bank was put in the hands of 
a receiver. Two dividends of 15 per cent. each and one of 
10 per cent. have since been paid by the bank, the balance 
still remaining, with the prospect of another small dividend 
in the future. 

Mr. Wilson kindly supplemented his gift by sending a 
check in May, 1896, for $500, to make good to the town the 
possible loss on the deposit. The $500 is invested in the 
town of Windham. | 


DORA HASELTINE FUND. 


Five hundred dollars was given to the town in May, 1896, 
by Dora Haseltine, and six per cent. interest to be paid an- 
nually for the care of the ‘‘Cemetery on the Plain.” It is in- 
vested inthe town of Windham. 
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ARMSTRONG MEMORIAL FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town in 1889 by 
George W. Armstrong. The income to be used in and about 
the Armstrong Memorial building. 

The fund was invested in five shares of the capital stock of 
the Pullman Car Company. Quarterly dividends of ten dol- 
lars each have since been received. A report of the use of 
these dividends will be found in the report of the treasurer of 
the board of library trustees.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


Nineteenth annual report of the school board. 


Our schools have been in session during the past year, 
twenty-five weeks—twelve weeks spring term and thirteen 
weeks fall and winter term. Length of fund term in districts 
Nos. 2 and 6, four weeks, and in No. 4, three weeks. 

Residents of No. 7 requested the opening of school in 
their district, and the committee, feeling it was their right, 
responded to the demand. A sufficient number of pupils 
warrants keeping the school open and the necessity of mak- 
ing larger appropriations is obvious. 

We were fortunate in being able to retain five of our teachers 
for the year’s work: Miss Efe M. Hull, of Gloucester, 
Mass., in No. 1; Miss Eva F., McLellan, of Laneville, 
Mass., spring term in No. 2, and fall with fund term in No. 
Wemeviisseclata Vi. Robinson, .of Argyle, Ne \.,.1m No, 3 
Miss Ethel L. Sanborn, of Tyngsboro, Mass., in No. 5; Miss 
Lillian F. Harris, of Gloucester, Mass., in No. 6; Miss Irene 
T. Gross, of Windham, taught fall term in No. 7. Winter 
term in No. 2, commenced by Miss Russell, of Somerville, 
Mass., completed by Miss Sophie Parker from Rockport, 
Mass. 

Spring term in No. 4, taught by Miss Bertha M. Kingsbury, 
from Roslindale, Mass. 

With one exception, success attended the efforts put forth 
by the teachers. Good progress was made in the several 
branches taught, and a marked feature in our schools was the 
excellent order maintained throughout the year. Notwith- 
standing the many evidences of fitness for their work, the 
teachers receive a good share of criticism, some of it may be 
deserved, but there is too much attention paid to the pupil’s 
estimate of the school. Children tell that part of the story

that conflicts with their freedom of thought and action. If 
the parents demanded the child to tell all ‘* the teacher said,” 
opinions would be changed and the teacher sustained in her 
requirements. The duties of the pupil are very simple: First, 
he should be punctual; secondly, obedient; and lastly, indus- 
trious. 

The boys and girls of the present are to be the men and 
women of the future. Let us endeavor to educate our youth 
to high ideals of manhood and womanhood. 

During the year we have been saddened by the death of 
Mr. Alphonso F. Campbell. In all our plans we found Mr. 
Campbell a sympathetic, enthusiastic assistant. We desire 
to put on record our appreciation of his many excellent qual-
